On  the  back  cover  of  this  catalog  you  will  find  pictures  showing  our 
new  “one-year  method”  of  growing  Gladiolus  bulbs.  By  this  method  large 
stock  is  raised  from  bulblets  planted  in  the  spring.  We  believe  that  these 
bulbs  have  more  vitality  than  those  raised  in  the  old  manner.  Retail  orders 
are  filled  from  this  stock,  except  when  our  supply  of  a variety  is  limited 
or  when  orders  arrive  late  and  our  stock  is  depleted. 

We  ship  Gladioli  from  November  1st  to  July  1st,  forwarding  bulbs 
through  the  most  severe  weather  with  perfect  safety.  Irises  are  shipped 
from  June  1st  to  September  30th. 

Orders  for  Gladiolus  bulbs  and  Irises  may  be  sent  together,  each  to 
be  shipped  at  the  proper  season  unless  otherwise  instructed.  Many  customers 
do  this  to  save  time  and  annoyance,  and  are  thus  assured  of  getting  the 
varieties  desired.  Orders  received  during  the  shipping  season  will  be  sent 
out  the  same  day  received,  unless  otherwise  instructed. 

We  do  not  substitute  unless  requested  to  do  so. 

All  orders  for  $1.00  and  over  travel  postage  prepaid  and  insured.  Orders 
for  less  than  $1.00  must  be  accompanied  with  25  cents  additional  for  postage. 

Cash  should  accompany  all  orders  unless  satisfactory  credit  references 
are  given.  Personal  checks  or  money  orders  are  preferred.  Unused  postage 
stamps  to  the  value  of  $1.00  will  be  accepted. 

We  guarantee  our  stock  true  to  name  and  will  cheerfully  replace  or 
refund  money  paid  for  stock  which  proves  untrue;  however,  we  will  not  be 
in  any  way  responsible  for  the  results  of  planting  or  forcing  any  stock  which 
we  send  out.

The  shipping 
season  for  Irises  begins  June  1st  and  continues  to  September  30th. 

In  the  following  descriptions  S.  refers  to  the  standards  or  upright 
petals;  F.  refers  to  the  falls  or  drooping  petals.  The  numbers  following  the 
names  of  varieties  are  the  ratings  given  by  the  American  Iris  Society,  100 
being  perfect,  and  as  yet  unattained.  Some  of  the  new  William  Mohr  seed- 
lings have  been  professionally  rated  by  Miss  Grace  Sturtevant,  the  distingu- 
ished Iris  breeder;  such  ratings  are  enclosed  in  brackets.  Some  of  the 
novelties  are  as  yet  too  new  to  have  ratings,  but  the  name  of  the  originator, 
inclosed  in  brackets,  is  sufficient  guarantee  of  their  excellence.  S.  L.  stands 
for  stock  limited,  only  one  rhizome  to  each  customer. 

Make  up  your  own  collections,  if  you  wish,  on  the  following  basis: 
Any  three  50c  varieties  for  $1.00;  any  twelve  50c  varieties  for  $3.00;  each 
separately  labeled. 

A few  Iris  hints : 

1.  All  but  the  water-irises  must  have  sun  and  good  drainage;  we  do  not 
list  water-irises  this  year. 

2.  Fresh  manure  must  never  be  used  on  Irises. 

3.  Do  not  plant  the  rhizomes  deep,  just  half  in  and  half  out;  they  enjoy 
and  require  baking  in  the  hot  summer  sun. 

4.  More  Irises  suffer  from  too  much  water  than  from  not  enough;  “go 
easy”  on  the  water. 

5.  Bone  meal  or  wood  ashes  should  be  used  as  a top  dressing  once  a 
year. 

6.  More  Irises  suffer  from  over-attention  than  from  lack  of  attention. 

7.  Join  the  American  Iris  Society;  dues  of  $3.00  a year  provide  many 
interesting  bulletins.
